, LACKOSSE AT WINDSOR. 

[Dully T«lograph, June 28.) 

By one of those Boyal commands 
which are interpreted at priceless fav- 
ours, the Iroquois Indiau foam of "La- 
crosse" jjlayers and the lopreHOutativo 
VGS team of Cauadiun f(oiitlemeu sol- 
ected from tlio Domiuiou clubs had 
(t\ie honor of plaj iu^j tho game in 
^'hioli'they are, ouo and all, remark- 
ably 8&lled before Her Majesty the 
Queen, yesterday afternoon, on the 
lawn below tho slopes of Windsor 
Castle. Tho players have been con- 
ducted by General Ponsonby to the 
ground, stood ready to be marshalled 
before the Queen, who a little before 
half-past five o'clock was driven on tho 
path below tho East-terraco, in a 
chaise and pair af groys; prccodcd by 
a single outrider. Accompanying Her 
Majesty in the carriage was the Princess 
Beatrice; and on foot were Prince 
Leopold and Prince Christian. Tho 
members of the Royal Household look- 
ed on from the terrace above; and 
and there were several visitors, among 
whom were the Hon. E. Chapleau, 
^Attorney- General of the Province of 
Quebec, and Mr. Dore, agent for the 
Dominion of Canada. The thirteen 
Iro«[Uois first had tlie honour of being 
presented to the Queen by General 
Ponsonby and the chief, who is fam- 
iliarly called Big John , advanced res- 
pectfully to the side of the carriage 
and read from a curiously illuminated 
scroll of beech bark, mounted on blue 
silk, with a deep fringe and with ros- 
ettes of blue ribbon, a genuine Indian 
address. This document, with its 
translation, had some time ago, been 
transmitted to Her Majesty, through 
Lord Carnarvon; and when the Queen 
desired to see tho game of Lacrosse 
played, she thoughtfully proposed 
that the address should be returned to 
J^the Indians, that they might have tho 
gratification of presenting it in person. 
Big JoJ^n did ibfc ^nt a moment of 
time id reid&g fills singular address, 
a translation of which here follows: — 
"To our great and good mother 
Queen Victoria across tho big water, 
wo, the Iroquis Indians of Caughnaw- 
aga, near the city of Montreal, at the 
hiai^^ti^e mighty rapids of Lachine; 
sfff^Stt^ouf'true love and loyalty. 
We hope to see you some day in this 
great land which once belonged only 
to the Indians, but we hope you will 
come and look uppn us plapring otir 
own great game of Lacrosse in Eng- 
land against the palo-faced young men 
of Canada, who now play our game 
like us, and sometimes boat xia in fair 
play. But the English wore always a 
brave people, and the Indians love 
wd .trust them. When the English 
soldier dies, he dies" firm like an In- 
dian. Hqi nsakes no cry. Good Queen 
our foref&thers were once one people, 
and became tho Hix Nations. They 
wore first in war, lirst iu oloquenco, 
first in loyal love to tho English. Our 
warriors carried victory in the war- 
path from Quebec to the Carolinas, 
and from the prairies of tho AVost to 
the forests of Maine. They feared no 
foe — they loved tlio war-jiath as a bird 
loves tho air. Tho war-whoop was a 
sweet sound. They fought every 
epiepij, and ejctevminaied many tribes, 
and made tlie foes of their people 
scatter like leaves in tlie wood before 
the wind. At the Council-fire, at tho 
cLuso, on tho war path, in the play- 
iiig-tiold, tho Iioquis were the lir.st. 
Groat Queen, our young men 
used - -tp play La Crosse on 
the praires and at the, forts before 
^ your brave soldiers. When other 
tribes were against the English tho 
Iroquois always were true. ' "When 
death with torture came llio Iroquois 
fllill kept true. When Poutiac, the 
fflr|^^aObi?fePARtt|if<i to kill your 
l^rave solaieys and asked the irdquuis 
to joill,.^ur. forefathers kickeil iho uiu - 
belt w'wampum and would nut ^o, Ijc- 
cauBO they and tlio Eui^'lisli wito ^'ckmI 
friends. On tho -Ith ot JuiKi, IVdli.tho 
birthi^ay of our great father Xing 
O-eorge.at Fort Michillimackinac.your 
brave soldiers of the Cfith and 80th 
Ilegimonts were killed by fudiaiiH, A 
groat game of La CroHSo was played 
to put them ofi' their yuard, and wlion 
tlio ball was thrown into tlio fort the 
Indians ran iu as if for tlio ball, and 
■ lulled your soldiers. Our forefatlioi s, 
the Iroquois, did not join iu this. It 
w is the same gai/u; which tho pale faces 
of Canada havo adopted from us, and 
which wo want your people to see; 
and wo would like all your children to 
it, becauflo wo played it before the 



Prince of Wales and Prinee Arthur. 
Will you. great and good Queen, hear' 
tho petition of youv Indian children ? 
God save tho Queen !" 

The "pale faces," as they are called 
in this loyal address of the Iroquois, 
were next presented, and then the 
game began. At either.gosyi wejfe 
tioned two umpires, those for the red 
skins being Mr. William Waddell, of 
tho Loudon Athletic Club, and i\Ir. 
Byrne, agent for tho Province of On- 
tario; while those for tho Canadian 
gonllemou wore Dr. Archer and Dr. , 
Balkwell. Most readers are now fam- 
iliar at least with the general nature 
of the game, and it is only necessary 
to say that a spirited goal was played 
and won by the wliites, M'ho havo 
greatly improved by rocont practice 
ever since their visit to tho British 
Isles. In the excitement of the game 
the ball was tossed sometimes amid 
tho long rye-grass on the opposite side 
of tho path bounding tho lawn on tho 
North side, sometimes very near tho 
Royal cai'iiage, and once under the 
legs of the outrider's horse, much to 
the amusement of tho coin])any. When 
the goal had been wor. , just as sis o'- 
clock was striking from St. George's 
Chapel, tho Irocjuois chief slowly ad- 
vanced to the Queen with a beautiful 
basket of Indian grass, which Her i\Ia- 
jesty took very graciously from his 
hands. Then followed the most pleas 
in^ episode of the little drama; and all 
those who have read tho appreciative 
descriptions of Indian graco in the 
pages of Mrs. Jamiesou, and other 
truthful as well as graphic writers, 
may credit the statement that these 
Iroquois carried themselves with a for- 
est manliness very pleasing to behold, 
as each in turn, bowing at tho side of 
the Royal chaise, received from tho 
Queen's hand a photographic portrait 
of Her Majesty, in what is generally 
known as cabinet size. After the red 
men had passed by, in true Indian 
tile, their white antagonists in tho 
friendly game likewise had the honour 
each of receiving from Her Majesty's 
hands the same gift; and it should bo 
mentioned that the Queen had written 
her name on each portrait. If slie 
could have known the emotion with 
which each recipient afterwards s^Duko 
of tho gift, her own pleasure would 
have been almost as great. Before 
the carriage drove oil'. Dr. Beers, cap- 
tain of tho Canadian team, called for 
"Throe cheei's for Her Most Gracious 
Majesty, our beloved Sovereign;" and 
it is needless to say that the response 
was a hearty one. 

After tho Queen's departure all the 
players, the few visitors, and the geu- 
tlomen who had given their services — 
a sinecure, as it happened— as tim- 
pires, were entertained at deqeunor in 
the Orangery; and then, re-entering 
the carriages which had brought thoni 
to tho Castle, they drove to the l^iitou 
playing fields, where Mr. I'orbes, caji- 
tain of tho school eleven, assembled 
all the boys who had been practising 
— a goodly number, As tho Canadian 
lacrosse players and their Indian op- 
ponents were going to j\Ianchestor that 
same night, and were therefore oblig- 
ed to catch the train that was to start 
at twenty-five minutes past eight from 
Windsor for London, there was not 
time to finish a game, but, lieforc it 
became necosHury to draw tho goiils, 
some of tho hottest play over remem- 
bered by old laoroBse players was dpne 
for the edification of tho school, in the 
presence of Dr.Hornby.theheadmastur. 

Boys are better critics of new guuies 
than men are. Wo havo hearil much 
a;4aiiist lacrosse from grave elders v,li > 
will believe in nothing new, but the 
Eaton boys, who pl% cricket and 
football, saw at once that here was a 
ganio with excolloiit points, and they 
quickly foil in with its characteristics. 
"What Hinall goods they have!" said 
Olio obsovver. "'J'horo was a nc;it 
stroke," cried a second; and calls of 
"Well stopped," "Well run," "Well 
caught," were becoming loud and fro- 
(pieut when, in the midst of an oxcifc- 
iiig "nicleo," tho game was ended. 
Then tho clapping of tho hruids 
by all tlio boys betokened a goiiuiiio 
satisfaction; and a hearty cheor 
from the Canadians and Iroquois was 
taken up by the school, so that the 
do|)arting players of lacrosse had no- 
thing to regret in their visit to Wind- 
sor and Eaton.

The Choice of Literature. 



Wo do not propose to [be doterrod 
by the suoers of the Protoctor-Gonoral 
of the Clock Committeo from aJuU le- 
oognition' of the existence of many 
young persons of both sexes amongst 
US, anofrom an attemp^^ now and 
then, to give them a wom or two of 
advice. We^wish this .journal ^ to be

Even in our 
littl^ ^ominun|tyl ttero^ more im- 
jjortant matters tlian the great *'Hum- 
phreys" queBU6n,t)r 'the 4yety*'''who is 



to Sftp0ly,>|jqrd,??ufferin>fith forks!" 
If v?^!;ffaa,,t6'6uai i;ij> i?l|orily, nil that 
we wish to say to those amongst ub 
who !ue just entering upon active life, 
wo would ii^k them to adopt "plain 
living and high thinking" as their 
motto and their guide. The next ad- 
vice that we would oiler to our young- 
er readers is that they should cultivate 
the habit of reading, as a means of 
improvement and enjoyment, and a 
never-failing resource whan they are 
fretted and wearied with the bitterness 
of their simple, and, it may be, some- 
what coarse day by day existence. 
"With respect to reading, we should 
say, "read much, read according to 
your fancy; but study deeply some 
particular author, or a few authors, 
among the many who occupy your 
transient attention." One reader will 
love one author, and another another; 
thepryat,poip^ab^iUd,ber tlmt; while 
you read as many authors as you like, 
the one you stuc^^Jrp'fouriaiy should 
be a really great writer, a thorough 
master in his particular department. 
The advantage will be that you will 
thus insensibly shape your faculties by 
your model and saturate your mind 
with the excelloncieH of his genius. 
In couti'ovortiy, a man who has tho- 
roughly mastered one great author, 
will always] be a formidable antago- 
nist. For this reason the old Roman pro- 
verb said: "Bo cautiouB of I the man of 
one book." Huoh a man sleeps in kia ar- 
mour, and is ready at a moment. The 
difference between the man who has be- 
come intimate with some g^eat author by 
deep study, and the man who has read 
toil times as many author, without study- 
ing any autborin particular, is very much 
like the difforonce between an oduciited 
and a hall-educated man. Some men, with- 
out ann<£h reading or istudy, liavo a moth- 
erwit that approaches genius— of them we 
do not speak— but when the man of mure 
reading uud the Uomo-unlxis libri come t(j- 
gether, uud mind is put against mind, the 
intellectuul ohHorver can see tlio diffor- 
euce between the two iu ft moiueut. No 
one can be wrongin selecting Shakespeare 
as bis chief study, but if a young reader 
d6oH not find what he wants in Shaken - 
peure, let him choose, in the moaiitinic, 
some lesser atar from the constelliition of 
the inspired. Shake.spnaro wrote thirty- 
nix admitted plays, and it would bostruiiK'u 
if, in some .of these, ho did not fall below 
his own level, and below that of sevorul 
of bis ooptemporaries, and sacccssors. It 
would not be wise therefore to form 
a judgment from what might bo 
lirat read in KhakeBpoaro, nor uu- 
til his masterpieces hud been studied 
jn which ho has stirred love, pity, awe, 
ambition and all human passions. W.o 
are sure of this, that no matter when you 
begin to read Shakespeare, the longer you 
live and the more deeply you study him, 
the more distinctly you will recognize 
bow great a gift this man was to the 
world, and how privileged wo are that wo 
may meusuru the greatness of England Ijy 
tbo greiitucHs of Shakespeare, — as tlio 
height of the Alps is measured by Mount 
Blanc. There is no writer in any Ian 
guago by whoso spirit it is, in onr oinn- 
ion, more desirable for many reasons, that 
young Englishmen wherever tlioy may 
dwell — whether Euglanil, Ontario or Brit- 
ish (!olumhia — should bo nurwed iind fod 
and reproved and judged. Take, again, 
Scott, another keen and healthful soul, 
who has given bis'Swn.small native coun- 
try a vast place in the imagination of man- 
kiud, yet bas poured tho radiance of his 
genius, without exchisivoness, upou a liv- 
ing and rejoicing world, and upon all 
that is human. You canuOt bo wrong if 
you study Scott. If you havo not yot 
donfl''sOi we oaly wish that like you we 
were about, for the first time, to become 
familiar with the rich and varied creations 
of his goLiius. He too, like Shakespeare, 
is v(uy uuLMinul in his jjroductiona. Some 
of his novels are hardly worth reading. 
In tho host of them you may ba worked 
by tho clumsiness of his long introdnc- 
tions. If yon expect that some ingenious 
plot will bo developed in tho book like 
tho theatrically ingenious ])lot8 of Mr. 
Wilkio Collins, you will bo disappointed. 
If you want lovo fitory, you will think 
his lovers very insipid. But tho reader 
should not be deterred by those defects, 
or he will lose one of tho greatest intel- 
lectual pleosnros of existence. He will 
turn away from piotures of soenery and 
delineations of character, so vivid and ho 
truthful that they soom but to remind 
him of what he hos seen and known in 
actual life. Ho sooms to recognize tho 
BQ^ObS and ho oontem])orising with thii 
oUariftoters, and to have to share their for- 
tunes. It is difijcult to Boy whether Soott 
doea hot quite" rank with Shakespeare in 
^ho number, the spirit and the individu- 
ality of his ohnraolers, in tho brightiioss 
of his fancy, in tho u.se whi(>h ho makes 
of the Hupurnaturul, and iu tho,inten."ity 
of his tragic. That ho excels Shnke 
flpcaro in Ilia doHcriplion o_f ^iuanimato 
Bconory i« general fy

have hearty, healthy natures. They 
shed a gonial influence on tho taslo 
and feelings, and are therefore most 
suitable for tho young ..,^8 well as for 
the old. They synipathisa with all 
that is genuine, unaollish, beautiful ami 
good, and havo a proper contempt for all 
that is petty,', mean, vnlfear and fals<>. 
Alike to 'thdiii in this respect, but with 
many special charaioteristiCB for lii.s own 
aa a writer, we may also namo Words- 
worth. This great writer hos sought 
communion with nature for pthor purpo- 
ses than to describe lior external forms, 
[t perhaps may bo said to be his charac- 
teristic that he peoples the sconory wliich 
ha. desoribes with the shadows ofb^s own 
tlioughts, and tho scones become flWar to 
us 'for the sentiment which he bas linked to 
them, and which they bring back to our 
souls. The spudt of contemplation iii- 
flironcos all bis practical faculties. Ho 
deals with the depth of tboaiToctions more 
than with the strength of thepaasious,but 
ho does not exhibit tho living struggle of 
these, in their opposition to each other or 
to destiny. Ho has fow equals in imagi- 
native power. "Wo recommend "Wo.-ds- 
worth among tl.-o others, to our young 
readers, because, though ho was long 
himsolf in winning app-.-ec'at'on as a poot 
and still stands, to some extent apart, « e 
know that thousamla of young hearts 
have been purified and oxhultod by the 
moans ho has given tl'cm of high com- 
munion with tho good and the ])uro 
throughout tho iinivi>rse, Tlis goiiiuH, so 
to speuk, has consecrated the iibstrHOtions 
of J our natuie. These three writers 
whom wo have namod are but few among 
many. There are twenty other authors iu 
tho library on Fort street, who have uuKh:

Sad Accident. — Mr. T. Christian, form- 
erly a resident of New Westminster city, 
but recently engaged in prosi)eoting and 
mining on Cherry Crook, was killed in 
that locality on tho 12tli inst. The man- 
ner in which he \wi with his death is 
somewhat strange. Tho llnrald accounts 
for it as follows:— "It appears that tbo 
bank gave way and ho was caught l)e- 
neatli the falling oartli ami thrown back- 
ward into tho creek. His brother, Mr.li. 
Christian, missing him, wont along the 
creek to look for him, and saw, near the 
fallen earth, a slif^ht bubbling of tli(> wa- 
ter. He jtut his hand below t hi! Burfac<' 
nud touched his brother's face. Life was 
not extiiict when he was lifted from tho 
water and sand and Iain on tho bank, bat 
he expired almost immediately after- 
wards." 

Sudden Death.— On Friday, the 14tli 
inst., as Mr. H. Blanchford, of Lytton, 
was returning homo froui Nicola, he call- 
ed at tho resulence of Frederick ('ouul, of 
Nicola Rivor, and on entering the house 
found Conal lying on tho bed apparently 
asleep, but on attotupting to wake him 
he found the man was dead. Mr. Blanoh- 
f ord at once rode back to the residence of 
Mr. Alex Coutlio and informed him of 
the circumstances, and on tXw. morning of 
tho lOtli inst ,Iohn Clapporton.Esq. , e(ji-o- 
ner for the district, held an inquest on tho 
body. Tho jury returned a verdict of 
"death from natural causes." Deceasetl 
was a Prussian by birth and come to this 
Province in 1868, and was well known at 
Boston Bar and Lytton.

London, .fuly '2H.— Tho Sinndard'.s rui- 
ies()oMdent at ( Isman Pasha's camp tide- 
graphs that wliile the light was going on 
between tho Servian b^ittallioiiH and ( )s- 
iiuui Pasha's fork's, the main body of the 
Servians at ( iaitiehar, thinking' that Os- 
niun Pusha hud withdrawn all his men 
from camp, crossed the Turkish river aud 
attacked him. Osmau Pasha ojiened fire 
from his batteries and the Servians hasti- 
ly retri'ated with loss. 

A \'ieniia ili:;|iateli uayn Princo Jlilan 
]>roet'i'ilH frinn IWdgrado to tho camp at 
Scliibatz, His ojijionents report that he 
intends to enter Hungary. Ollicors of 
the National Gnard in several St r\ ian 
towns hnvobeon askod to surrender arms 
in their charge. It is believed this moas- 
nr(> is caused by'fearof a vi(jlent outbreak 
of tho anti-war party, though tho author- 
ities allege that tlio arms aro reijuired ti>v 
voluuteers. A Berlin special says tho 
Greek Embassy hero states that ( ireeco 
intends to maintain tho strictest neutrali- 
ty at present, but admits ovonls miKht 
arise which would re<juiro Greece to en- 
ter iuto action.

A Itiigussa special says the Turks left 
•10(1 ill the ludd at tho battle near Podgor- 
aitz ou T'ues.lay, also that tho Prince of 
INtouteiicgro's canipaign is regarded na n 
failure. Tho retreat of tho Montene- 
grin army was because of nttor lack of 
etiicieut orgauizatioii, the discontent of 
the troops and their distrost of thoir com- 
manders, tho most exi)erionced chiefs hav- 
ing been sent on det:i(di(Ml ('Xiieditions. 
TliH (•oinmander of the nmin army was 
left to young and iiiiexporioncc<l men. Tho 
battle un the 2Lst having demonstrated 
the incapacity of tho commanders and as 
the Turks were threatening tho Southern 
frontier of Montenegro it was decided to 
retreat at the base of supplies. The army 
will probably be organized into soparato 
corps, I'very liianch of the sei-viee appears 
to have broken down. The total loss of 
tho Montonogrins during the compaign 
has been under 300 killed and wounded.
